Mrs. Wilkins, married six times, 
was said by friends to have obtained 
large sums of money from lier former 
husbands. 
When divorced by Thos. 
W. Cunningham, wealthy banker of 
Joplin, she had more than $300,000 
worth of stock in his hank which he 
had given her. 
She was said to have 
obtained other large sums from Cun 
ningbam as well as money and secur­ 
ities from her other husbands. 
Examination of the room in which 
lier body was found, disclosed a pile 
of ashes which authorities believe re­ 
sulted from burning of what the mar 
darer believed to be the woman's 
will and the other papers. 
The house had been ransacked ap­ 
parently not by an ordinary burglar, 
as valuable Jewelry and clothing had 
been left untou* heil. 


THOUGHT TO HAVE 
$100,000 IN POSSESSION 
Kansas City, Mo., March 19.

thoritles investigating the murder of 
Zoe Wilkins, six times a bride of 
wealthy husbands, today determined 
she had $100,000 in her possession 
few days before she was slain. 
Jesse James, attorney for the wo 
man, said he had called at Mrs. WU 
kins' home last week, and she showed 
him securities totaling that amount 
“ I asked her why she did not put 
the money In a bank, but she said 
she was afraid of banks,” James told 
official.*. 
Mrs. Wilkins told many friends she 
constantly feared assassination. 
The slain woman’s brother, Charles 
Wilkins, who c a m e to Kansas City 
from Beattie three months ago, was 
taken into custody today and held 
for questioning. 
Dillard Davis, janitor of the build 
log where the woman was murdered 
said the brother had attacked Mrs 
W ilkins during a quarrel 
recently 
and beat her severely.

— Troops 
oday surrounded a public house 
in Parnell street where mutineer 
army officers were hiding, forced 
an entrance and arrested nine 
of the officers who had fled to 
he roof. 
Tho arrest came after a search of 
nine hours, in which machine gun 
units and armored cars and acorea of 
roo pa and police participated. 
At 2:30 a. rn. two police squadrons 
surrounded the house, following a re­ 
port thut the mutineers headed by 
General Tohln and Colonel Dalton 
were holding a meeting. 
A messenger was sent to the door 
to demand that the mutineers su r­ 
render. 
He wan answ* red with 
a 
volley of allots. 
Additional troops 
with 
machine 
guns and armored cars were called 
at once. and a cordon was thrown 
about the entire block. 
A large crowd gathered despite tho 
interm ittent firing. 
Finally at 11:40 a, rn. a detach­ 
ment rushed the door of the building 
and arrested nine men who were fir­ 
ing from the room. 
Twenty or t IiIrty other officers ap­ 
parently had escaped and a search of 
adjoining houses was started at o n ce. 
As the police were taking the pris­ 
oners away, one man leaped from Hie 
motor van, hut was soon recaptured 
after a volley of shots were fired. 
The Identity of the prisoners was 
not disclosed, bul one report was that 
a member of the cabinet had attend­ 
ed the mutineers’ meeting.

Although his tremendous physical 
nergles ar** diminished, the cause for 
which in* has expended them unstlnt 
Irmly is now tin* dominant factor un*i 
ie is Ute dominant figure of the 1924 
political outlook. 
Lu Follette today holds In his hand 
the presidential situation. 
He may never In* president himself 
but he lins the power to say who will 
be. 
That is why the report from Wash 
Ington that La Follett* lias definitely 
lee Id od to run us a third party man 
if Coolidge is nominated In Cleveland 
in June, has created such a tremen 
lous stir among leaders of the two 
parties. 
For Just as he holds tile balance 
of power In congress, ho ho holds it 
in the presidential contest. 
Here is the situation; 
If Im Follette runs on a third ticket 
he r an command, it is admitted, such 
Urength as to endanger the election 
d the republican candidate. 
The situation, already complicated 
might then resolve itself into a mat 
cr for decision by the house of rep 
e se atoll vet. 
If th** presidential election 
were 
brown Into that body, 
La Follett* 
vouid control the votes necessary to 
i choice. 
Therefore, I .a Follette, weakened in 
tody and forced to lead his fight from 
its bed, is a species of political dio­ 
pter, and the party chieftains are dis- 
urbed. 
La Follette will go into the repub- 
ican national convention in June an 
i free* agent, and he is in a position 
O wield to the fullest whatever to­ 
luene^ be can bring to hear on the 
onvention.

Others maintain that the club’s chances for the pennant depend entirely 
upon the pitching staff and without the genius of Moran, the Betis will have 
only an ordinary staff. 
While other points may be in doubt, however, it is certain that it the loss 
of Moran does not hurt the Beds, it certainly does not hurt the New York 
Giants. The Beds may he no weaker without their old manager .but they cer­ 
tainly are not stronger without him at the wheel. 
Pat Moran’s success was due to individual brilliance, to unusual skill in 
handling pitchers and to a winning personality and a genius for leadership. 
Pat Moran won on Pat Moran, and not on any system. 
He left nothing at 
Cincinnati by which his successor could say: “You do just as Pat had you do.” 
If John McGraw should Step away from tin* New York Giants, his sue 
cessor would dud an established system of McGraw baseball . He could tell 
the players to do as McGraw always had them do and they could carry on. 
That old ‘master mind” stuff of McGraw’* has been shown to have been the 
bunk. The players on McGraw teams do follow his instructions closely, but 
they do not take the order from him on every play. 
lf a system could he applied to the playing of baseball aud the develop­ 
ment of baseball teams like it is applied to football, the loss of a manager 
would not he such a severe blow. 
Harvard is said to have the greatest football system in the country. 
When Percy Houghton, its founder, stepped out, Bob Fisher stepped in and 
followed the same system with just about the same success. 
But it can’t be done in baseball because the situation that requires dif­ 
ferent. kinds of plays are vastly more numerous in baseball than they are in 
football. 
The baseball manager cannot hand his players a book of plays 
when he takes them to the training camp and tell them to get busy and 
learn the signals and run off the plays. 
The baseball manager can’t look at a hook himself or hand his captain 
a book that would tell him when to take a pitcher out of the box, when he 
was going to blow and when lie was settled, when to hit it out and when to 
lay down and a hundred other whens.
